Dramatic Climax Ends the Trial of 
Man Accused of Killing Wife 
.| After the Jury Had Deliberated

Werdict Is Second Degree Murder 
' Evans’ Attorneys Say His 
{ Graphic Story on Witness Stand 
| Was Damaging to Him. 


Edgar Lee Evans was Saturday morn- 

fng convicted of second degree murder 
of his wife, Marcella Antoinette Evans, 
which occurred in Laicas avenue near Lef- 
fingwell avenue, on the night of July 
6 last. and his pnuishment was fixed at 35 
years’ imprisonment in the penitentiary. 
' Evans, whose air of confidence never left 
‘film during the two days he was on trial 
in Judge Foster's division of the criminal 
gection of Circult Court, was first stunned 
into speechlessness by the verdict; then 
he bent his ‘head and wept bitterly. He 
evas still weeping when he was led back to 
his cell by Deputy Sheriff Dwyer. 

His attorneys say a motion for a new 
Yrial will be made at once. If thst is re- 
fused. a request for a stay of execution 

be made and an appeal taken. 


The jury's verdict was rendered at 9:30 


p'clock, after the jurors had been out T! 


Ohurs. ‘The jurymen balloted without re-

They Did No Intentional Wrong 
and Secure Their Release on 
Bonds of $25,000 Each. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CLEVELAND, O., Dec. 17.—Mrs. Cassie 
L. Chadwick and President Beckwith and 
Cashier Spear of the defeunct Citizens’ 
Nationsl Bank of Oberlin were arraigned 
before United States Judge Wing this af- 
ternoon and entered pleas of not guilty to 
all of the charges in the indictments re- 
turned against them by the United States 
grandjury. 

Attorney J. P. Dawley declared, oi Mrs. 
Chadwick's behalf that his client did not 
desire to offer bail but preferred to remain 
in custody, for the present, at least. The 
bonds of Beckwith and Spear were in- 
creased from $10,000 to $25,000 each, which 
they promptly furnished. Mrs. Chadwick 
returned to jail. 

The Cleveland woman’s appearance in the 
courtroom was of the briefest. i. Was 
Originally intended not to take her before 
Judge Wing until 2:30. The prisoner was 
imipatient, however, and, at her request 
the start was made from the jail a few 
minutes before L 

Driven in a closed carriage to the federal 
building she was promptly arraigned and, 
after a brief consuitation with her legal 
advisor submitted her plea with unexpected 
energy and emphasis, the jail officials hav- 
ing anticipated, from her previous weak- 
ness, that she would be almost overcome 
by the ordeal. The trip to the courtroom 
was not decided on, indeed, until after a 
thorough examination by Dr. Wall, the 
prison physician, and an assurance on his 
part that it would be attended by no dan- 
ger of serious results. 

During the forenoon she was so ill as 
to cause the warden considerable anxiety. 
It was after walking about the jail 
ridor for some time that she was first 
attacked by giddiness. Before Dr. Wall, 
who was hurriedly sent for, reached her 
side she had fainted. 

“This-woman is in no condition to re- 
ceive visitors,’ said the doctor, as he left 
the jail. ‘‘She is suffering from qomplete 
mental exhaustion.’’ 

Mrs. Chadwick may be laying the founda- 
tion fora plea of insanity in answer to the 
croucnal charges she will have to She 
arose tcday in a terrible temper, ar soon 
made it unpleasant for cveryon2 who came 
in contact with her. She sent for all tie 
newspapers ind being displeased with their 
contents she tore them to shreds and threw 
the pieces into the corridors. Yesterday 
when a number of newspaper men visited 
her in the jail she berated them soundly. 
She declared they had printed a lot of lies 
about her and had bothered her to death. 

The woman's appearance was much worse 
than at any time since her arrest in New 
York. Her hair was disheveled and she 
was untidy. She trembled violently and 
seemed unable to keep still a second. When 
she raised her hands they shook as with 
a palsy. One man accidentally touched 
her with his hat and she leaped to her 
feet with a scream of terror, 

Some think her condition is due to being 
deprived of drugs, while others believe it 
is simply a general nervous breakdown. 


Mrs. Chadwick's money must be running 
low, for her meals were sent in today from 
a 2-cent restaurant.

WOMAN GAVE LIFE IN

NEW YORK, Dec. 17.—By the burning 
of the Star line steamer Glen Island in 
Long Island sound today nine lives were 
lost and property roughly estimated at a 
quarter of a million dollars was destroyed.

ELECTION LAW SUGGESTIONS. 


To the Editor of the Vost-Dispatch. 

It seems to me it would be a good idea for the Post-Dispatch 
to look up effective registration and election laws of other 
states, such as New York or Illinois, and point out to the 
legislature of this state their salient features. It will be 
found that the laws of these states provide: 

1. Small voting precincts. 

2. Personal registration by voting precincts. 

3. Bi-partisan election commissioners, registration and elec- 
tion boards. 

4. From three to five days of registration. 

§. These days at least one week apart and the last at least 
ten days before election, and no opportunity to register 
after this last day. This gives ample time for scanning the 
registration lists prior to election day. The trouble in St. 
Louis is that leaving a plan open for placing names on the 
registration books up to the day of election leaves a loophole 
and vrractically encourages frauds. + 2 eas ae 

6. There should be a blanket ballot in this state. That is 
all the names of candidates on one sheet. 

7. These names may be.arranged in columns, each party's 
candidates occupying a column as in New York, or names 
of the candidates for the same office grouped as in Massa- 
chusetts, The former encourages “straight” voting, while 
the latter favors “‘scratching.” JOHN BIRD.

While St. Lovis has heard nothing but 
praise of its World’s Fair as an exposition 
of the world’s progress, the London Lancet, 
perhaps the most famous of medical jour- 
nals, has created a discordant nete by-a 
flat denla! from its St. Louls ‘‘commission- 
er’’ that it was an “exposition’’ at all. 

He writes that it was a ‘fair, and in fact, 
a world’s fair, but that it was only a 
great bazaar afler all, covering more space 
than any other exposition, but with most 
of it “absolutely wasted’’ as fhr as the 
purposes of an expwsition of the world's 
progress are concerned. 

It is only necessary to add to this that 
the feature which seemed to have made the 
greatest impression on him as a scientific 
observer were what he calls the “‘linoleum 
Alps” and the megaphones of the various 
“spielers’’ for Pike and similar attractions. 
He also got the idea that St. Louis is sit- 
vated on “‘low ground’ between the Missis- 
sippi and Mssouri rivers and that as a re- 
sult its atmosphere is «continually filled 
with an excess of moisture developing into 
frequent fogs. A further scientific return 
made for the efforts to please him igs the 
suggestion that the city might have been 
more pleasing if it had been actually built 
in the vicintiy of the Fair grounds before 
his arrival. 


Heat, Light and Power from the Potato. 


After an investigation of preparations 
made in Germany to substitute alcohol for 
petroleum, Dr. W. Bayard Collins has 
summed up under the heading “The Pota- 
to Versus the Standard Oil Co.” 

This somewhat startling title is explained 
by the fact that it is hoped to use the 
potato in making alcohol for heat, light 
and power purposes as extensively as the 
beet is now used in the production of sugar. 
If these hopes are realized, the potato 
has possibilities of an industrial revolu- 
tion, in which it has not been suspected 
thus far. 

Potato alcohol can be made by anyone 
with a very simple “plant.” It costs little 
or nothing except the original cost of the 
potatoes, and it is said that the new mo- 
tors which have been adapted for its use 
give beiter results than are obtained from 
gasoline in the ordinary gasoline motors. 
It is non-explosive, and as it gives a very 
powerful heat, it is available for al! pur- 
poses in the household for which oll, gas 
and electricity are now used. : 

With this heat, it has almost no power 
of its own in giving light. It burns with 
a pale flame which “rays” very littla This 
until lately was an objection to its use in 
iNuminating, which it seemed could not be 


|} bo developed for it spectally, as beets have 
been for sugar production. 

This difficulty might easily be removed, 
but the other is harder to deal with. The 
tax cost of ail forms of alcohol is great. 
Their manufacture without the tax en- 
tails so little cost that in the case of 
potato alcohol, every farm house might 
set up its own “heat, light and power 
plant’? in the barn, but for the univergal 
assumption that the alcohol thus produced 
would be used also as a beverage. The al- 
cohol produced from the potato is one of 
the most “poisonous” of the list, and the 
new industry is hampered by the regula- 
tions of world’s internal revenue systems, 
which control the production of alcohol 
in all its forms. To escape this in this 
country, it is proposed to reduce the in- 
ternal revenue tax to the very low rate 
on potato and similar aficohols, which 
may be used for heat, Nght and power, 
.and at the same time to preparing them 
so that they will be too nauseous for se 
as.a beverage, 


The Latest Color Photographs From 
Nature. 

In defining his new process of photo- 
graphing the colors of nature directly, Dr. 
Koenig of Hoecht, Germany, declares that 
a photograph Ain be taken as “easily as a 
snapshot,’’ which will show in its colors 
whether the clothes worn by a man are 
brown or blue, whether his watch chain is 
gold or silver, and whether his face is pale 
or ruddy. 

It is said that this can be done by ama- 
teurs and that it will cost little more than 
ordinary processes. 

Similar statements of results of recent 
experiments are announced from New Jer- 
sey. Both these processes are probably al- 
lied to that announced this year as prac- 
ticed in Paris. The color is developed by 
chemical washes and until the processes are 
fully defined it will not be possible to decide 
how far the advance towards the great ob- 
ject of photographing In the actual colors 
of nature is actual and how far the colois 
as developed depend on the chemicals ra- 
ther than on the actual colors of the ob- 
jects photographed. It is said, however, 
that the blue of the sky, the green of 
leaves and the color of flowers are al} re- 
produced closely. 


Results of the Destructive Instincts. 

The statistics of homicides in the United 
States since 1831 which are now exciting 
surprised attention in both the United 
States and BDurope, were originally com- 
piled by the Chicago Tribune. According 
to their summaries the number of people 
who have ben killed by others in this 
quarter of a-century in the United States 
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A Compendium of the World’s Progress In Unusual Lines of Enterprise and Investigation. 


j these statistics, it may be placed at 150,000 
instead of 129,000. This extreme limit will 
make it possible to decide how much of the 
impression received from the figures is due 
to the actual facts and how much to the 
statistical summary. 

The suicides of the German empire do 
not seem alarming, or at least not unusu- 
ally so, as they appear year by year in the 
official statistical year book of the’ Ger- 
man empire. For the years reported in 
the current number of this publication 
they run from 10,761 to 11,863 annually. If 
they were placed at 10,000 a year for a 
quarter of a century, we would have the 
immense “army’’ of 250,000 people dead by 
their own ha#nd in the German empire in 
that time, or over 100,000 more than havé 
met violent deaths by the hands of others 
in the United States at the highest esti- 
mates during the same period. Reducing 
the average froff 10,000 to 8000 annually, it 
would still give 200,000 Germans as dead by 
their own hand in the same time. 

The people of the German empire are 
not convicted of anything whatever by 
these figures, nor are the people of the 
United States convicted by those collected 
to show the operationg of the destructive 
instincts during peace. . 

As far as such statistics can be relied 
upon, they show that In all parte of the 
world these instincts operate still with 
their primitive force, except as they are 
checked by the development which ¢du- 
cates the individual brain and consclence. 


Tle Crack in the Moon. 

The report of a “crack in the moon” 
telegraphed from California is a result of 
observations made through the telescope 
of the Lick Observatory. When it ts said 
that the ‘‘crack”’ is 80 miles long, through 
the valley of the Lunar Alps, the public, 
which has not studied the geographies of 
the moon, based on the latest telescopic 
photographs, is in doubt both ag to the 
exact location and the absolute reliability 
of any and all long range observations of 
the moon's surface. This doubt is not 
lessened when the possible crack is also 
described as a “rill.” 

One of the most learned treatises in ex- 
istence was written some 1000 years ago 
on “tthe face of the man in the moon.” 
As it appeared long before the invention 
of telescopes. its only usefulness at

When he arrives near his 
goal they will be waiting for him, ready 
to oppose his renewed strength and a, 
with. strength and skill that have ney. 

They will attend 
the confidence and he will have the mem- 
ory of defeat to handicap him.

Charles Swayne of the federa] court for 


the northern district of Florida, ‘‘for high 
crimes and misdemeanors,” the Senate is 
preparing to begin the trial which will be 
prosecuted by a committee from the House, 
which present a formal bill against him. 

Following the adoption of the impeach- 
ment resolutions in the House, provision 
was made for the appointment of five mem- 
bers to notify the Senate of the impeach- 
ment, and for a committee of seven to pre- 
sent the case to the Senate. The proceed- 
ings were the first of their kind since the 
impeachment in 1876 of Gen. W, W. Belk- 
nap, who was secretary of war in Presi- 
dent Grant's cabinet. 

In support of the charge of a misbe- 
havior, Mr. Palmer said the evidence 
showed that out of each year Judge 
Swayne spent on an average in his district 
of 212 days somewhere else, neither in his 
district holding court nor outside the dis- 
trict holding court. Judge Swayne, he said, 
never voted in Florida, never registered 
there and never lived there, in any proper 
sense of the term. 

Mr. Lamar of Florida, who filed the 
original charges against Judge Swayne, 
closed the discussion by denouncing the 
judge as tyrannical and corrupt. 

The previous question was then ordered, 
198 to 61, and the resolution was then 
agreed to without division. The speaker 
thereupon appointed as the committee to 
carry the impeachment into the Senate, 
Messrs. Palmer of Pennsylvania, Jenkins 
of Wisconsin, Gillett of California, Clay- 
ton of Alabama and Smith of Kentucky. 

Swayne is one of the officials of the 

United States who holds office for life, and 
who, of course, can be réached only by im- 
peachment proceedings. The president 
cannot remove him during good behavior, 
and his lack of good behavior can be de- 
termined only by the United States sen- 
ate. 
If he should commit murder, he could be 
punished for murder, but still would have 
to be impeached by the senate prior to his 
removal from office. 


Only Seven Cases 
of Impeachment. 


There have been only seven weil au- 
thenticated impeachment proceedings, and 
it is a notable fact that four out of these 
seven were federal judges. The proceed- 
ings in these cases are substantially the 
same whatever may be the official rank 
of the offender, and, although there will 
not be the same public interest, Judge 
Swayne will be tried in the senate sub- 
stantially with the same form and cere- 
mony as was Andrew Johnson when he was 
president of the United States and William 
W. Belknap who had been secretary of 
war. 

In the Swayne case there are features 
which belittle the whole proceeding 
throughout the testimony and yet it ap- 
pears impossible to stop the proceedings, 
because so far as the testimony has been 
taken by the committee, Judge Swayne 
seems to be technically guilty of a viola- 
tion of the United States statutes. 

It is a singular thing about the Swayne 
case that the house would have been ex- 
tremely slow to impeach him on any of the 
more important eounts In the indictment 
at first presented against him by the in- 
terested persons in Florida and elsewhere. 
He was charged with various gross abuses 
of the office of federal judge, but there 
was a strong suspicion that in almost all 
these cases the attempt to impeach him 
was inspired by political reasons. 

It was charged, In the first bill against 
him, that he was a non-resident, that he 
had been unduly partial to a certain friend 
appointed as United States commissioner; 
that he had been guilty of oppression and 
tyranny in imprisoning several persons 
upon false charges of contempt of court; 
that he had corruptly maladministered 
bankruptcy cases; that he had been guilty 
of ignorance and incompetence, and that 
he had been generally gullty of maladmin- 
istration. 

A bure majority of the judiciary commit- 
tee decided last winter that Judge Swayne 
was guilty of most of the 13 specifications 
which were filed with the committee. A 
minority of the committee found Jifige 
Swayne was not guilty of the charges 
made against him, and his behavior in not 


one of the cases rendered him liable to im- 

achment. The majority declared there 
was no substantial proof\of the charges of 
corruption, ignorance, improper favoritism, 
or wrungful discharge of convicts, and that 
in the contempt cases he had done nothing 
more than was necessary to defend the 
honur of his court. 


His Case Takes 


Turn for Worse.

It was 
shown to the satisfaction of the committee, 
through hotel bills and other evidence, that 
in many specified cases his expenses did 
not amount to more than $3 a day, with 
traveling expenses so small as to make no 
considerable addition to this sum. 


Use Private Car 
on Long Jaunt. 


It was also proved to the satisfaction of 
the committee that Judge Swayne had 
taken the private car of a railroad which 
was under his judicial control, stocked it 
with provisions and Mquid supplies, and 
made a trip from his former home in 
Delaware down to Florida, the whole ex- 
pense being paid by the receiver he him- 
self had appointed. : 

This evidence as to his use for his own 
benefit of rolling stock of a road under his 
control, and the further testimony that he 
had apparently falsified his expense ac- 
count and charged the United States gov- 
ernment with more money than had actual- 
ly been paid out, have put him in a posi- 
tion where it seems impossible he should 
escape impeachment.

Will Insist on the Payment of Its 
Claim for $3,000,000 Even if 
It Has to Expose a Scandal, 
smoldering Many Years, 


OLD WITNESSES WILL 
PIGURE IN NEW SUIT 


Effort to Force Settlement Has 
Been Full of Dramatic Incidents, 
but State Will Not Stand 
Further Delay, It Is Announced. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Dec. 17.—The determin- 
nation of the state to push its claim for 
$3,000,000 against the Vandalia Railroad 
Co., even at the expense of a asatart- 


railroad company prevented investigation 
and settlement for sogmany years, has 
caused a stir in state official circles and 
especially among members of the legisla- 
ture who were either members of the com- 
mittees alleged to have been corrupted or 
acquainted with facts bearing on the case. 

The story of the effort to force a settle- 
ment with the Vandalia is full of dramatic 
incidents and is not wanting in tragedy, for 


there was connected with it a man of state 
reputation, conceded ability as a lawyer, 
acknowledged probity as a judge and hon- 
ored time and again by the people, who 
was alleged to have fallen under the in- 
fluence of the railroad company and who 
was practically driven from the bench, 
forced out of his profession and finally 
went into the saloon business as the only 
means open to him of making a living, all 
because he was popularly believed to have 
misused the trust imposed in him as a 
trial judge in the Vandalia case. 

The Vandalia Railroad Co. was organized 
in 1847 and applied to the legislature for a 
special charter of privileges. This was 
under the old constitution and there was no 


‘granting of special privileges. It was pro- 
vided in its charter that a certain per cent 
of its gross earnings, after the road was 
built and equipped and its indebtedness 
paid off, should go to the state for the bene- 
‘fit of the common school fund. It accepted 
the charter with these provisions and the 
road was bullt and operated under it. Frow 
tho first it was a paying property and has 
always been regarded as one of the best 
railroads in the state. 

Nearly 20 years passed before the state 
asked for an accounting, it having been 
conceded that this time was Necessary for 
the road to meet the obligations incurred 
by building and equipping the line. The 
company showed no disposition to respond 
to the demand for an accounting and the 
legislature appointed a special committee 
to investigate and report on the facts. The 
committee found that the road did not owe 
the state anything. The next legislature 
appointed another committee and it came 
in at the close of the session with a similar 
report. The next committee did not do any 
better and the matter became an issue in 
the state campaign. 

In the meantime, it was openly charged 
that committeemen had been bought by the 
railroad company. That they were wined 
and dined, their hotel bills paid, annual 
passes given them over the “Van"’ and 
other roads in the state, and the trip to 
Terre Haute, where the company main- 
tained its offices, made exceptionally en- 
joyable were not denied. Then came the 
open charge that a spectal committee con- 
sisting of three men had reecvied $10 G0 
from the company for making a report ad- 
verse to the interests of the state. One of 
the men was cheated out of his part of the 
money and consulted a lawyer and was 
about to bring suit for its recovery when 
the matter was settled. It was said that 
there was always a rush of legislators to 
get on the Vandalla committee, and in time 
it came to be regarded as the most profit- 
able service that a legislator could perform. 


Convinced that nothing could be expected 
of the legislature, the state brought suit to 
determine the amount due the school fund, 
and the case was taken to Owen County 
for trial. Nearly a month was consumed 
in going over records, examination of wit- 
nesses and arguments by counsel, but the 
jury was finally instructed and retired for 
deliberation. Judge James Hester was on 
the bench and his rulings had been reason- 
ably fair, but as liberal towards the rail- 
road company as possible, The jury retired 
early tn the afternoon and at once took up 
the ease. At 3 o'clock the next morning the 
bailiff went to Judge Hester's room at the 
hotel, had a whispered consultation with 
him and hurried back to the courthouse. 
Judge Hester dressed, followed the balliff 
to the courthouse, ordered the jury brought 
before him, and then to the surprise of 
every member of the panel, discharged 
them on the pretext that they could not 
agree, 


Jury Was Near 
an Agreement. 


The facts were, as afterwards asserted 
by the jury, that they had discussed the 
questions brought wp by the case and that 
a ballot at midnight showed that 11 of the 
jurors were in favor of finding for the 
state; that one man objected to the amount. 
but the others had argued the question 
with him, and had practicaliy overcome his 
‘he 11 when they were called into court by 
Judge Hester and dismixsed.
